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HOW TO GROW ROSES. 


Useful Hints on the Successful Growing of 
England’s National Flower. 

Do not prepare rose beds in wet westher. 

Don’t plant a rose tree where it is likely to get a 
great deal of wind. 

Tuene is nothing better for the health of rosé 
bushes than the constant cutting of blooms. 

WaEn rose trees are affected with mildew flowers 
of sulphur should be sprinkled over the leaves. 

Tus budding of roses should be done in June and 
July, either early in morning, or in the cool of the 
evening. 

Prone all but eve rose trees in March or 
April. The evergreen variety should be pruned in 
the autumn. 

Ross rezes will not do well in where they 
are overhung by branches of f trees, nor in a 
north aspect. 

Wuen making a rose bed do not raise the soil too 
high, otherwise the moisture will run off, causing 
the trees to suffer.

Ocrozzn and November are the best months for

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I HAVE received from a 
reader a long letter 
regarding the £5 a 
Week for Life Com- 
petition, from which 
I make the fullowing extracts: “Iam very 
much surprised at the time it requires for you to 
publish the winners of this competition. It seems 
to be as though your paper were trying to gull the 
people at large by keeping them waiting for so long 
atime. I suppose the reason of pe not publish- 
ing the result is to see if any of the people that 
went in for your £5 a Week for Life Competition, 
are going in for your new Juggled Letters Com- 
petition. I suppose you will arrange it so that 
thoso who go in for both will be prize winners, and 
those who don’t go in for the second one will be 
losers. I wonder how it is that other papers can 
publish the winners almost the week after the 
competition ? ” T should not trouble to 
deal with this communication were it not for the 
fact that possibly other competitors, not acquainted 
with newspaper work, may be under the same de- 
lusion as this reader. In the first place, I do not 
quite see how we can “gull the people at large 
by keeping back the result of this contest. An 
Editor's endeavour is always to kcep on good terms 
with his readers, and if, by purposely delaying the 
result of the competition, he is offending them, his 
action is little short of suicidal. The reference to 
the Juggled Letters Competition is quite the 
silliest thing I have ever come across in the whole 
of my experience. Even if such a thing had 
entered our head, it would be a physical impos- 
sibility without years of labour to discover whether 
the same competitors entered for both competi- 
tions. Each competition is decided on its morits, 
and it is quite immaterial whether a competitor 
enters for one or fifty. And now we come to the 
question asked by my correspondent: “Why is it 
that other papers can publish the results so short 
a time after their competitions close?’ It is for 
this very good reason: that, while these papers 
have a few hundred entries which can be dealt 
with in a few hours, the £5 a Week for Life Com- 
petition attracted hundreds of thousands of com- 
petitors. It is without a doubt the most colossal 
competition that has ever been conducted by any 
paper in the world, and for this reason, and this 
reason alone, such a time must elapse between the 
close of the competition and the publication of the 
winner's name. Each set of pictures has to be 
carefully scrutinised by the checkers, and, in order 
to prevont any misadjudication, the attempts have 
to be checked more than once. In these circum- 
stances, readers, I am sure, will agree with me 
that the time which has elapsed since the close of 
tue competition is not so long after all. The staff 
has been augmented by half a hundred expert 
checkers, and their wages alone is costing us ten 
times the value of the prize. 

“Te it a fact,” asks H. R. D., “that the representa- 
tive of a foreign Power is not amenable to our 
laws?
